He concluded by saying that he feels that if the FBI could 
permit these interviews of deDrueys and Fain it would obviously 
be to the FBI's advantage rather than leaving open questions to 
that which he indicated above. 

He asked if Mr. Kelley Would be disturbed if Salant 
contacted the Attorney General. I indicated I certainly did not 
think so but it would obviously be Mr. Salant's prerogative 
as to v/hether he would attempt to intercede by contacting the 
Attorney General. 

I asked 3j when CBS proposed to air the 

commentary on President Kennedy's assassination. He indicated 
CBS was most desirous of doing so as soon as possible, however, 
it would be a minimum of 5 weeks before such public airing 
would take place.* He thanked me for our prompt reply and 
indicated that CBS wants to present the entire issue in the best 
light possible which, in fact, precipitated their contact with Mr. 
■Kelley.
